The 16th annual City of Romulus 
Inaugural Ceremony featured fresh 
faces and venerable veterans of more 
than two decades, as Romulus voters 
chose to support both incumbents and 
newcomers in the November 8 General 
Election. 

With 75.66% of the ballots castin the 
mayoral race, incumbent Alan R. Lam- 
bert scored a decisive victory over his 
challenger, then-Councilwoman Deb- 
bie Romak. Unofficial results released 
by the City Clerk's office showed Lam- 
bert garnering 3,650 votes to Romak's 
1,160 (24.05%), with 14 write-in votes 
also cast. 

In the campaign for the treasurer's 
office, incumbent Pamela Morrison- 
Kersey defeated challenger Larry D. 
Moore by aslightly smaller margin, 3,150 


_ to 1,402, while Clerk Linda Choate, who 


ran unopposed, drew 3,934 votes. 

Inthe council race, incumbent Ran- 
dolph Gear retained his chairmanship 
by racking up the single highest vote 
total (3,156). The remaining six seats 
were captured by incumbents William 
Wadsworth (2,879) and LeRoy Burcroff 
(2,783), newcomers Ellen Craig-Bragg 
(2,501) and John Barden (2,494), incum- 
bent William Crova (2,204), and new- 
comer Harry Crout (2,062).

The remainder of the candidates 
finished in the following order: incumbent 
Michael Prybyla (1,962), Niema White 
(1,803), incumbent Charles Miller (1,322), 
Rodney Pennington, Jr. (1,215), Steven 
Lewkowicz (1,183), Ed Buczkowski 
(1,006), and Leo Knasiak (477). 

A total of 4,899 votes were cast. 

After taking the Oath of Office — 
administered by 34th District Court Judge 
David M. Parrott in the Council Cham- 
bers at Romulus City Hall — each of the 
newly elected officials briefly addressed 
the audience atthe Inaugural Ceremony. 
Several paid homage to long-serving 
predecessors — including former mayor 
Beverly McAnally and former council- 
men Jimmie Raspberry, (the late) Ellis 
Pennington, and (the late) Mary Ann 
Banks — for serving as role models and 
mentors, and all of the candidates ex- 
pressed their gratitude to those who 
supported them. 

Mayor Lambert was the first to 
speak. 

"Last Tuesday, the voters spoke, 
and we heard their message loud and 
clear," he said. "Our residents like what 
my administration has accomplished 
over the past four years. 

“During my firstterm," he continued, 
"we were able to make great improve- 
ments in our community during one of

the worst economies ever. We take 
great pride in our many achievements. 

"As excited as | am about that first 
term, | am even more excited thinking 
about the next four years. |am proud to 
be your choice as the leader of this great 
city — and, together, we will be able to 
continue to move Romulus forward." 

Lambert concluded by thanking his 
staff of department heads and City em- 
ployees, who "work very hard every day 
to provide quality services to our resi- 
dents," and also thanked his family, 
campaign volunteers, and the voters of 
Romulus for their continued support. 

Though Lambert, like all the other 
officials, was obviously happy to have 
been chosen by the voters, it was the 
first-time councilmen who were prob- 
ably the most gratified. 

"Receiving the residents’ vote of 
confidence has empowered and moti- 
vated me to do my best to represent the 
people of this city," Craig-Bragg told 
The Romulus News. "Because they be- 
lieve in me, and believe that! cando this 
job, | know that | will be able to do it." 

Craig-Bragg — a secretary in the 
Guidance Departmentat Romulus High 
School-thinks that one of her strengths 
as a councilwoman will be her connec- 
tion with the school district.

Kristine Cohn — representative for 
the U.S. Department of Education's 
Region V (comprised of Michigan, Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Minnesota, Ohio, and 
Wisconsin) — was an honored guest of 
the Romulus Community Schools ear- 
lierthis month. During an extensive two- 
day tour of the district, Cohn met with 


Romulus superintendent Joel R. Carr, 
Curriculum Department director Tom 
Dolan, and principals Diane Golka, Deb- 
bie Juriga, Lynne Mossoian, and Dorothy 
West, as well as Board of Education 
secretary Ken Mientkiewicz and trustee 
Tom Kuderik. She also visited Romulus 
High School, where she talked with stu- 


dents while lunching in the school's 
Eagle's Nest restaurant, and visited 
various classrooms at Barth, Romulus, 
and Wick elementary schools. 

Cohn was first invited to the district 
by Barth principal Golka, who hoped 
that she would be able to attend the 
school's Michigan Blue Ribbon Award 
ceremony last spring. Unfortunately, 
Cohn's busy schedule did not permit a 
visitatthattime. Since five of the nation's 
ten "regional representative" posts are 
currently vacant, Cohn often does double 
duty by filling in for regions lacking a 
representative. For instance, at the re- 
quest of President Bush, she recently 
presided over the opening of several 
new schools in the coastal Mississippi 
area devastated by Hurricane Katrina. 

"We worked really hard to get desks, 
books, and supplies to the portable class- 
rooms that FEMA [Federal Emergency 
Management Agency] set up in Pasca- 
goula, Mississippi," she said. 

Coincidentally, during Cohn's visit 
to Romulus Elementary, she talked with 
student Tyquarius Thomas, who former- 
ly attended Central Elementary School 
in Pascagoula. 

Cohn's meetings with Romulus ad- 
ministrators and Board of Education 
members included extensive discus- 
sion about the federal No Child Left 
Behind Act. The meetings also gave 
Curriculum Department director Dolan 
an opportunity to ask Cohn for assis- 


tance with a proposed consortium of the 
North Central Association, the Middle 
Cities Education Association, the Wayne 
County Regional Educational Service 
Agency, the University of Michigan, and 
the Romulus Community Schools, es- 
tablishing Romulus as a laboratory dis- 
trict for achieving outstanding results in 
a diverse community. Cohn agreed to 
send her new assistant to Romulus for 
future meetings about the consortium 
as well as discussions about other dis- 
trict programs. 

- By the conclusion of her visit, Cohn 
was clearly impressed with much that 
she saw. 

"Often, when | visit school districts, 
they have one award-winning school to 
show me—but, here in Romulus, | got to 
see three exemplary schools," she said, 
referring to Barth, which won the Blue 
Ribbon Award last year, and Romulus

grades from the Michigan "Education 
YES!" program. "Romulus is fortunate 
to have the many outstanding teachers 
that | had the pleasure of working with 
on my visit," she added. 

Cohn was also impressed with the 
numerous national, statewide, regional, 
and local awards recently won by Rom- 
ulus programs and teachers. 

"It is obvious that your staff mem- 
bers are working hard and doing many 
good things for Romulus students and 
the community," she concluded.
